One Snppll«» Tallow nn4 the Other 


Yield* VarBUh. 


The tallow tree !•' a native of China. 


Boiu« species are also found hi the East 
Indies. J*. is of about tho height and ap-, 
[wurauce 4t the pear ,tn?e, tiie leaves re- 
eembliug those of the poplar. The blos- 
som is yellow, but the singularity of the 
tree is the fruit, which is inclosed iu a 
husk like tk«t of the chestnut. When the 
fruit is ripe, the husk opens of itself, 
showing three white grains the size of a 
lilbert. These grains contain the vegeta- 
ble. 
1 tallow so useful to the Chinese. 
The grains are crushed, boiled and aft- 


erward mixed with vegetable oil and 
wax. So prepared they make the best 
candles, burning almost without smoke 
and quite free from smell. In Chiua 
these trees are cultivated in extensive 
plains planted iu regular order. 
The 


leaves incline to red, and. the blossom 
being yellow, the trees are beautiful ob- 
jects in a Chinese landscape, a grove of 
them having the appearance of a flower 
garden. 


The tree has of late years been intro- 


duced into North America oud is culti- 
vated about Charleston and Savumuh. 
It is also admired in this region for its 
"remarkable appearance at the approach- 
of winter." The leaves become a bril- 
liant red, and. the fruit husks fulling off, 
the white seeds remain suspended to their 
etem by slender threads. 


Another curious tree which grows wild 


in China as well as Japan produces the 
beautiful bluok Japan varnish so much 
admired in Japanese productions of art. 


The varnish is made from tho gteeu of 


the tree,.which is gathered much in the 
same way maple sap is got from the ma- 
ple tree. About the middle- of the summer 


number of laborers proceed to the plan- 


tations of these trees, each man furnis'i- 
cd with a knife find n grrut number of 
hollow shells larger than oyster. In the- 
bark of each tree they make many inci- 
sions :ibout two .inches in length, and un- 
der each incisioti they force iu the ctlsc 
of the shell, which easily peiu-trutes the 
soft bark. This operation is performed in 
the evening, as the vnrnUh only Hows at 
Light. The next morning they scrape out 
carefully the shells, which an nearly 
filled with varnish. Tho next ovininjr tho 
shells are replaced and the vnrn sh again 
collected in the morning. This yrori'^s is; 
repented through the summer o • until th<» 
vnniibh censes to How. It is computed 
that fifty tri'i'S, which can be Btteiulod by 
a single workmnn, will yield n pound of 
varuish each uigltt.—St. Louis, Republic.
